Trainer Karrick Appears Satisfied.

The cemimittee, on the* complaint of a iiumlM*r of 
owners, who have riders under contract, will ask 
the? various jockey clubs where me'etiiigs are* he ld 
in the earl.v siuiiig ami the* late nutumii to pro- 
viele* heat in the jockey rooms, as, in the opinion 
of many, it is d.-iiigerous for 1m».vs to striji in 
cold rooms. A cop.v of this reHiuest will be for- 
wareled to tin* varieuis Pamidiaii r;iee track owners. 

To Help Government Stamp Out Syndicate. 

Till* iiieiiilM*rs of the* committee, in passing the 
re*s(dutieui re-gareliiig the* installation of pari-mutuels 
at all tracks. expres.se*d the? opinion that it was 
lending the* assistance to the govermiie'iit in stamp- 
ing euit the s.viidicate. which has leeeii detrimental 
to tlioroughbrcel racing for many ye*ars. This iiiat- 
te*r. as w<‘lt as tin* niinimiim purse* of $400 on 
half-mile* race tracks, will be breeiiglit lH*fore* the* 
liorsciiicii at the* first meeting to Im* held in Pan- 
ada. Man.v of the owners discussed tlie purse 
prob!e*m during the winter racing at the varie»us 
tracks a ml feci that there should be an increase* 
this summer, which in their opinion, will bring 
alMuit a better class of racing in Panada during 
the coming season.

It was also deeide*el to ask horsemen not to make 
entries at any track in Panada where adeled money 
is not given this seasem. Tliese resedutioiis were 
passed iinaiiiinonsly, after which several new me*m- 
l>e*rs were enrolled.

EPSOM DERBYS OF A HUNDRED YEARS. 



Incidents Attending the Running of tbe Most Fa- 
mous Race of tbe World. 



(Eighte*enth Article). 

The Derby has Iw'cn decided imeK-r all sorts of 
W’eather conditions, but on few occasions have* visi- 
tors to the* famous Siirre*y Downs fared weirse than 
in 1904. Iiide'cd, that p:irticular celebration Is iimre? 
often than not referred to as the “thunderstorm 
Derby.” If the weather, however, was iiii pleasant, 
the nesult of the rae*e was popular, the winner be- * 
ing an animal bearing the blue and yellow livery 
of Leopold de Rothschild. The hero of that 
wretched afte*rnoon was 8t. Amant. a son of St. 
Fnisfiuin— witli which Mr. “Leo” had “almost” won 
eight years earlier, only Pe'rsimmon standing in the 
way — and Lady Loverule. 

St. .\niant. it is almost superfluous to say. was 
bred by his owner. As a juvenile the colt was over- 
shadowed b.v the phenomenal Prettv Polly, which 
carried everything before* iier. and was. be*y<uid any 
eiuestion, the champion of her ye*ar. llad she been 
a comiietitor fe»r tlie Derby, it is nion* than likely 
that Major Eustace lAxIer’s filij’, which cantered 
away with the three classies in which she t<M»k 
part, would have* supplied tlie* text of the* present 
article. But the d.-iughter of Galliiinle was m.t 
among the contestants, and thus it came about that 

1., ele Rotliseliild achieved tli». snmniit of an owner’s 
ambition after more than thirty years* wt*ary wait- 
ing. 

Blit while, as above state*d. St. Amant was in- 
ferior te) Pretty Polly, he was nevertheless more 
than an ordinar.v gexMl e*olt in his ela.v. He* made 
a successful debut in the* (’oveiitry Stake's at Asetit. 
P.itters, owned by F. AIexaiide*r, was f:iv»»rite for 
this, tlumgli St. Amant enliste*d a strong fedleiwing. 
The latter was attended past the iiost by I.an- 
casliire. Bitters In liig third. St. Aiiiant’s’ second 
efPeirt was like*wise* clowned with suce-ess, St. Frus- 
eiuin’s son aecounting for H»*nry the First and 
Persil ill the Prince of \Vale*s’ Stakes at (oMNlweMxl. 

First Meeting with Pretty Polly. 

In the Chanipagne Stake's at Doncaster he made 
aceiuaintaiiee* with Pretty Polly, and tin* wage*r- 
ing lM*twe‘<*n the* i>air was close. In the* race 
itself things were dilTereiit, the filly winning com- 
fortably from T.amasliire*. with St. Ain.-int well 
beate*n into third place. With ceuiipanitively nie*d- 
e-rate opiMisitioii. the “Saint” r**adily weui the* 
Rons Memorial at the* first of the .‘iiitiimn meetings 
at Newmarket, but a f(»rtnight l.itcr, in tli** .Mldelh* 
Park Plate, he* ag.-iin had t»» play second fieldh* t«» 
Pretty Polly, whie li won by three h*ngths. St. .\ni:iiit 
lM*atiiig Hands Down b.v a length fe»r seeeual pl.ie*e*, 
this being his final essa.v as .i two-ye*:ir idil. 

The* eedt li.iel ;i f:iirly busy time* in hs s«*e*euid 
se-aseui. eluring Avhie-h he* ran eui e*Ie*ve*ii eM-easions, 
His re* appe-arane*e* was made* in th.* noteirieois hi- 
e*nnial at the* Ne*wniarke*t (’rave*n ^Ie*eting. whie-h 
h;is witlie s.-:ee| tlie* ele-fe-at eif set liia’iy e-lassie* e aiiili 
elate's.

L. de* Reithse-hild’s colt was now natur.-illy in 
stretng r»*eni«*st feir the* De rby, Imt prie»r te» the eh*ei- 
sieni etf the gre*at event lie* rail in the* Ne*wm.irke*t 
Stake's, in which etdels of 9 tet 4 Ave*re* laiel etii him. 
He* cetiilel, luivve*ve*r. fillisli etnl.V thilel e.f fi>c. llio 
prize* geting te» .Mr. Miiske*r thremgh lle*nry tlie* First, 
whie-h eh*fe*.*ite*el Jetliii u’Gaiiiit b.v :i he*aei.

Gouvernant Head*; the Qiiotntionn. 

This Ie*vcrse, of e-eturst*. li.nl the elTect of trans- 
forming the* list etf Derhy epietta t ions, and the 
Fri nch representative Gouvernant was instalh*e| at 
the* head. On the* ela.v etf the* race M. F. Rlaiie*’s 
repre-.sentative was ;i 7 to 4 e-haiie-e, John o’Gaunt 
being se-cetiid Livetrit** .ot 4 tet 1 against, fraciiun- 
all.v longer eMlels iM-iiig eibtaiiiable* :ilMmt llenr.v tlie 
First. wJtile* St. Amant was epioteel at .7 to I against. 
Several who re-ealle*el the ease with whieli he* hael 
wetn the* (;iiine*as. anel re*lie*el on that fonii tei the* 
exe-lusieiii etf that etf the* Ne*wniarke-t Stakes, ranged 
theniselve*s on the siele* etf the we;ire*r etf the* bine 
anel ye'llow, anel tln*se we*re justifie*e| by the re*siilt. 

It has alre*ael.v lM*e*n indicate*el that the* pnrveyetr 
etf Aveather lani turned on one of his least eh-sirahle* 
sample's feir the anspie-iems oce*asietii.

Avithiii a space* etf a fe*Av we*e*ks - 
St. De'iiis being the* ue*xt tet pass the* jiielge*’s Imix. a 
half detze*ii lengths lM*hind John ei’Gauiit. 'i'lo* rielers 
were* tlioreiiighl.v setake'd, ami all elrew a e-emple etf 
poumls eiverweiglit Avln*ii they returiicel to .scale, 
hut they Avere, of course, passed. 

Unplaced in the St. Leger. 

There Avas no gainsaying that St. Amant Avas a 
more than iise*ful horse* on Derby Day; but. iiii- 
fe>rtunate*ly for liis reputatieui, his sm*eet*ding e'fTorts 
that ye*ar Ave*re all niarke*d by failure*. He* die! not 
again turn out until Ihtne'aster, Avhere in the St. 

1.. e‘gt*r he Avas unplae*ed in a field of six to Pretty 
Polly, Henry the First and Almseliff. His other 
essays we*re assoeiate*d Avitli tlie* Ore*at Fo:il Stakes 
and Jocke.v Club Stakes at the First Oetoher nie*et- 
iiig; the (Miaiiipion Stakes a fortnight later; the 
Gatwiek Stakes and Surrey Stakes at the* GatAviek 
Autuiiiu meeting, and the Free Handicap in Hough - 
ton Aveek. 

At the end of the racing season St. Amant aa'us 
transferred from Newmarket to the care? of T. 
('anuou, Jr., at Stoekbrielge. As a foiir-ye*ar-oId he? 
ran but once — in tlie Joi*key Club Stakes. In this 
he* again met Gouvernant, on Avhich odds we*re be*t. 
St. Amant himself was little* faiicie*d, being on 
otter at 100 to 7 against, in a field of a half doz«*ii. 
The long re*st and change of air had apparently 
proved beneficial to St. Aimiiit. Anywa.v. be Avon 
the “te»i thousand iKMinder,” lM*ating Polynieliis by 
three- parts of a length. Gouvernant being unplaced. 

He was kept in training another season, without, 
however, adding to his laim*ls. He? Avas last of 
three to Pretty Pedly and Achilles in the* ('oroiiatioii 
(?up, afterAvards running third to Diiineford and 
Llaiigibby in the Princess of Wale*s’ Stakes and 
iiiiplace*d in lM»th the Cesarewitch and (7inihri«lge- 
shire, siihseeiueiit to Avhicli he ente*re*d ii|m>ii stud life.

— The (Hintention that 
a trainer of race horses is entith'd to te*n pi*r 
cent of the Ai’hinings of animals under his care 
was given a rude jolt in the CMrenlt Court yes- 
terday. Judge Thomas R. Gordon gave pe*remptory 
instructions to a jur.v to return a verdict for 
$189.35 in favor of lion Jones, Asa Harm'd and 
Janies B. Smith and against W. V. Walsh, tniiner 
of Grasmere, a race horse owne*d by the plaintiffs. 
While Grasmere w’as in training the horse won 
pm*se»s uhioniiting to $1,893..70, and Walsh kept 
ten per cent of the winnings, although plaintiffs 
said there* was no such iiiiderstaneliiig on their part 
and that their (Hmtract ohiy called for the i»ay- 
ment of $2.50 a day Ui Walsh while he was trUin- 
iug their racer.

WHEN IS A HORSE A THOROUGHBRED! 



Webster at Variance with Assistant Professors and 
Racing Men in Defining Term. 



HORSES AS HEROES OF WAR. 



Thoroughbreds at the Front Get Best of Food and 
Excellent Care— Many from This Country. 



Taking to task the Holstein- Friesian Association 
liecanse it used tin? word thoroughbred as an ad- 
jective, the Breeders’ (Lizette says the term is not 
ill any sense synoiiymons with “pnre!»red’* and is 
properly used only “to designate the English breed 
of mulling horses.** 

This criticism r*flects the tendency among racing 
men to appmpriate to their ow-n exclusive use and 
Ixdioof the most attractive, expressive and commer- 
eially valuable word in tlie English language ap- 
plicable to improved live stock, and incidentally 
iiitrotluces one of the terms invented by the as- 
sistant professors, who are trying to teach the 
horsemen of the country to say "pnrehrt*d standard 
bred’* when they mean stamlnrd bred trotter or 
registered trotting horses, writes G. Chaplin in 
the New' York Herald. 

Concerning the term thoroughbred Noah Webster, 
who was regarded as a pretty fair antliority liefore 
the advent of the assistant professors, defined it 
as an adjective to mean “br«*d from the best blood 
throngli a long line; pure blooded; said of stock, 
as horses. hoin*c. h;iving the characteristics of 
such breeding; mettlesome, courageous, of elegant 
form, or the like.” .And as a noun to mean “a 
thoroughbred animal, esi»eeially a horse.’* 

Old Authorities Support Webster, 

'That Webster’s liefinitions are historhally and 
]ihilosophieally sound the oM authorities seem to 
prove, and to assert that a parti<*nlar l»rc*ed is en- 
titled to a inoiioply of the hyiiotizing term is 
apparently alxnit as unwarrantable as it would lx* 
to maintain tliat no new «lu!» may use the ii.ime 
.tmkey Ulnb lieeanse a particular organization lias 
modi'stly assumed to i»i'e-empt the generic name 
instead of a siK*<-ifie one. 

The assurance witli wlii<*li the assistant profess- 
ors and others use the term thoroughbred as a 
noun, beginning it witli a big T to prove tliat it 
lx*Iongs to a parth'iilar breed, would lead one to 
snpixise. of course, lie conhl find the word thor- 
oughbred blazoned acx*oss the title page of the offi- 
cial stud IxMik in wlii<*li siu h horses are registered 
ill England, but iiotliing of the kind is there or 
elsewhere in the original volume or any of the 
tw'cnty-two volumes which makes up the series to 
date. 

“'The (;<*neral Stud Book, Containing the Ferigrees 
of Race Horses.” is the title of .Tames Weatherby’s 
pi«»neer work, brought out in 1863, and which was 
the first herd of stud Ixiok ever published for an.v 
breed of livestrx'k^ Pick’s “'Turf Register and 
Sportsman’s and Breeders’ Stud Bwik.” publisiied 
the same year, contains .528 pages of matter relat- 
ing to the ix'digrees, perfoniiaiie<'s and history of 
famous English race horses, and if the word thor- 
oiiglibred is aiiywliere in the )xx>k. a careful seareli 
by the writer has f.iiled to find it. So. t«x». with 
half a ilozeii s|x»rting dictionaries published in Eng- 
land and Ireland in the eighteenth eentiirj' and the 
early .years of the nineteentli. In them ,vou ni.ij’ 
find the terms “race hors«'’* and “racer’* and 
“rniiiiing ln»rse” and “bhxxl horse,’* but the word 
thoroiighbrx'd in nowhere used or defined. 

Two Words in Taplin’s Day. 

In William Taplin’s Sporting Diethuiary. pub- 
lished slxirtl.v after .Tames Weather!».v lirought out 
the first volume of his “General Stud Bofik,” tlie 
anihor sa.vs, in defining the term “race horse; — 
“’The pedigrees of all thorough bred liorses have 
Ix'cii so long and so jiistl.v i*eeord»*d.” etc., showing, 
it would seem, from the use of two words, that 
no sneli term as thoroughbred was then known to 
him. And riglit here we have the origin of the 
inueh-abnsed word. 

Tlmiiias Blnndevill. who wrote in 1609; Gen'ase 
Markham. 1617; William Cavendish, Duke of New- 
castle, KI67 : Thomas I)e Gre.v, 1670, and Sir Wil- 
liam Ho|x*. 169)5, all spoke of the English “rnn- 
iiiiig horse,” but when Richard Bereiiger wrote his 
“Ilistor.v and Art of liorsemaiiship.” alxuit one 
huiidivd years after De (Jrey’s “Compleat llorse- 
Man,” he used the term “race horse” almost ex- 
clusively. And John I-awren<*e, tlie leading writer 
of a little later period in England, began to talk 
about “bred horses” when n*ferring to r.ieers whose 
jiedigrees were found in the «*arl.v racing calendars 
<*f Chene.v, Helx'r, Tilting and Faweoner, or the 
original eolleetion of |x*digrees of race horses, piib- 
lislieil by Mr. I’iek in 178<5. At that lime, and for 
many yeai*s afterward, tlie runner was the onl.v 
horse the breeding of which was pre.served and 
recorded, hence tlie term “bred” horse. 

“.Ml bn*d horses cannot race,” Lawrence says 
in his “Fhilos«»phical and Practical Treatise on 
Horses,” “many of the liigiiest blood having neither 
speed nor contiiiuaiice.” Elsewhere he writes of 
“full bred” horses and cuttle, and “true bred” 
horses ami “thorough shap«*d” horses, and “thor- 
ough-bred” horses, using tlie last-named expression 
as synonymous witli thoroughly bn*d. or, as 
Webster has it “bred from tlie best bhxid through 
a long line.” 

Not the Name of Breed. 

That Lawrence diil not regard the two w'ords 
which he was. perliaiis, the first to Inxjk together 
with a hyphen, ns tlie ii.iine of a breed, is made 
plain all through his books, lii his “History and 
Deliiieatioii of the Horse” he says, for exami»le: 
“Onr pi*eseiit varieties of the horse and their de- 
iiomiiiatioiis are as follows: The Racer. Race Horse 
or Running Horse,” etc. And again, “'This general 
description may suffice until w’e come to treat of 
the English Race Horse.” 

Like Taplin, Weatherby and all his contempo- 
raries. Lawrence shows that he regarded the proper 
name of the breed as tlie “English race horse.” 
.\ml this is plainly the opinion of T. Hornby Mor- 
land. whose “Genealogy of the English Race Horse.” 
pnidished in 1810, se<qiis to contain no sucli term 
as thurmigh-bred or thoroiighbn*d. To the same 
effect is tlie title page of N. llanekey Smith’s clas- 
sic, “Observations on Breeding for the Turf. Con- 
taiiiing Also Remarks on the Comparative Excel- 
hmee of the English Race -Horse of the Pn*sent 
Day and Former Times,” published in 1825. Smitii 
uses the terms “blood horse,” “race liorsi*,** “racer” 
or “runner” ou almost every page of his b<x»k, 
but rarel.v the term “thorough- bred,” and then only 
us uu adjective. 

In this country the early stud Ixxiks of Mason and 
Edgar and Wallace, gave prominence to the terms 
“race horse,” “turf horse” and “blood horse,” but 
none of thc*m had sneii a word as tiioronghbred on 
its title page. S. D. Bruce was the first to use it 
ill his “American 8tud Btxik, Coiituiiiiiig Full Ftnli- 
grees of All Thoroughbred Stallions and Mures.” 
& etc., published in 1868. Two years later Bruce 
defined a thoroughbred race horse as one having at 
least five uneontumiiiated crosses of racing blood, 
or five generations of registered ancestors in all 
lines of liis i>edigree. and this is a C'ommouly ac- 
cepted rule among breeders of horses and other 
n*gistered live stock, though some draw the line 
at six generations. 

Now that the breed of trotting horses is becom- 
ing old enough to have representatives W'hicli can 
<iualify under this rule, the term thoroughbred 
trotter is fre<iuently heard among horsemen iden- 
tified with harness racing, who maintain that they 
have as good a right to use it as the rac*e horse 
men have, and that the same right belongs to the 
breeders of any other class of live stock. While 
fi'eely conceding that the English race horse was 
the first thoroughbred horse, by reason of having 
been the first breeding which was preserved and 
recorded in a stud book, they as stoutly deny that 
he is the only thoroughbred horse. 



MANY HORSES SHIPPED ABROAD. 



More tli.an 27,(MM) liorses and mules were exported 
from the United States in the mouth of February, 
despite the unrestricted submarine warfare launched 
by the German government. The official figures 
are Just pablialMd bj the WasUngton D^artment 
of Coameice. 



It would Ix^ difficult to find a more pamixTcd 
iMiiid of Ix'ings than the war horses. In the stress 
of battle they suffer W’ith tlie men. but the iiiimIxT 
of equine “casualties” among the hundreds of 
thousands of horses emploj-ed is small. 

There are veterans among thi* horses which have 
Ix'en wounded three or four times; there are even 
those which have suffered nervous breakdowns from 
the shattering shock of shells. If tliey were men in 
khaki they would have gold stripes of honor uixm 
their sleeves, but the faithful old horw's go back to 
the front time and time again, asking nothing in 
the w'ay of rank or distinction. 

What tliey get instead is the best of food and 

plenty of it, the kindest of care and tlie keenest 

appreciation of the services the.v render. Visitors 
to the battle zone invariably express amazement at 
the appearance and condition of the horses. Just 
now they are snug and warm under the self- protec- 
tion of their long winter coats. The.y are fat and 

stroiig-museled. They plod and splash contentedly 
through the mud in twos, threes, fours or twelv4‘s, 
dragging guns and heavy wagons Ix'hind them with 
never the m cessity of a harsh word of a xvhiplash 
from tlH'ir drivers. The men come to love th<> horses. 
Officers who have Ixen at the front from the lx*gin- 
iiiiig— and there are still a few left— say that in all 
that time they have never seen an act of cruelty 
toward a horse or mule. 

Diseases Stamped Out. 

One reason for the splendid apixaraiKe of the 
h<»rses at the front, is the fact that the in«»nn nt one 
Ix gins to show signs of over fatigue or df bilitatioii 
he is taken out of service and sent ba«k to a hospi- 
tal to reeuperate. Oeeasioiially, t*x», the horses 
I'oiiie down with mud blisters iqxjii their ba< ks, with 
an injim*d foot th.it may not have been iiotieed in 
time, or with some of the diseases that equine flesh 
is li«*ir to. It is a great tril>nte to the veterinary 
.services, Jiowev»*r, that most of the old contagious 
diseases that used to decimate the ranks of li<»rs«*s 
ill war-time have lx*eii effectually staiii]H*d out and 
no longer give coiieern. Glaiuh'rs, for iiistaiiee, 
oiiee a dread scourge, is m-w a thing of the past. 
None of the horses in France are infected. Oc- 
casionally a ease comes with a new shipment from 
abroad, but it is quickly eliminated. 

At the end of two years of the South African war 
fully ninety i>er cent of the horses had lH*en affeet«*d 
by the mange. During the pr»‘sent war, with liie 
numlx‘r of horses engaged multiplied hy thousands, 
less than two i»er cent have Ix'cii affected, Tlie 

mnh‘s have lx*eii even less involved. As a matter 
of fact, the mules are so tough and Imrdj* they 
seldom ent**r into the veterinary statistics. 

Tlie liospitals I'.rovided for them by the army 
must nearly approach the horse’s idea of heaven. 
It is a joy to go into one of the <*onvalesc«*iit 
“wanls.” cs|M*cially at meal times. Sometimes tin? 
ronvaleseciits stand almost nose to nose, and if the 
hors«* across the way gets his hay first tln*re is a 
terrible Imllabahx). A iiarticiilarly ravenous patient 
now and then not only will eat iiis portion of hay 
but the roiK? net that Mirronmls it. 

Fed Four Times a Day. 

All the horse in hospitals are fed four times a 
day. 'riie more debilitated ones an* fed live amt 
six times. When they arc partinilarly run down 
.‘Hid ill danger »»f Ix'iiig mistaken for a sort of 
Ixnieyard liatraek, the patients get nothing but 
c<xik<‘d f»xxls, and they fairly revel in them. Th«*y 
have tollies. t<K», and it is remarkable to see tin* 
improvement in tlH*ir condition that a few we«*ks 
work. Tin* diet for “debilities” consists of oat- 
meal gruel, liiis<*ed gruel, boiIe«I turnips and 
scalded oats. I.;iter they get crushed oats and 
chopiKxl hay, and almost iH'foro they know it are 
in the eoiivales<‘ent ward. 

Tlie operating rooms Avith their lug lx*ds spread 
n|Kni the 4-on<‘iete llo<»rs an* as che«*ry and immac- 
ulate as if intended for human Ix'ings. For all ex- 
cept tlie most minor tiperatioiis an anaesthetic is 
tidminist<‘n‘4l. 

“’riie horses take the chloroform remark.ibly 
well.” said the oflicer «ommandiug one of the hos- 
pitals. “I think we have lost but one patient in 
the last six months.” 

“Fatieiit” seems a most appropriate designation 
for th<* horses. They are pictures of iiatienee 
until the.v reach the stage of coiivaleseeiice. Each 
pati<‘iit has a little alnminnm tag and a hospital 
cliart which tells his age, color, where he came 
from, what iie shall have to eat ami drink and 
take. wh«*n he shall have a nice hot bath, and var- 
ious notations as to bis condition and !x*havior. 
There is a personal touch about the treatment of 
tin* horses, which in itself lK*speaks the esteem in 
Avhh‘h they are held. Walking about the wards the 
“(), U.” ha<l a kind Avonl or two for his patients. 
It seemed a particularly human thing to do. .\nd 
he p.-itted most of tliem and called many by name. 

A Glass Eye for One. 

“Tills old charger,” he said of one. “is a great 
faA'orite in the hospital. He has lx*en one of tin* 
bravest of the brave, has lost an eje in b;ittle. and 
so we <‘all him Nelson. I am going to send to Faris 
and get him a good glass eye lx*fore he goes b.iek 
to the front, so none of the other hors(*s will have 
a chance to ‘swank’ it over him. It ivon’t really 
he a glass eye. Ix'eause they are made of a eom- 
IKisition not so fragih*. The liorses do not mind tin* 
artificial eyes at all and they look awfully well 
in them.” 

So thorough is the work of the veterinary servi<*<* 
that if a patient develops a contagious disease*, all 
the horses in tlie unit from which he came are 
called ill for disiiifeetion and examination. So suc- 
cessful is the work that eighty -two per cent of all 
sick cases and “casualties” are returned to active 
service. 

“If we were dealing with human beings,” said 
the officer conimandiiig. “we eould run the iier- 
eentage up to the nineties. But unfortunately in 
(h*aliiig with horses w’o have at times to weigh 
their cases in the scales of {xmiids. shillings and 
ix?iice. Ill i»ther Avords, avo liaA’e to decide Avhether 
it Avill pay to save the animal. Is lie t<x> old to be 
of iiiiich service Avheii he is eur<*d, or Avill the course 
of treatment be so long and exi>ensive as to out- 
Aveigh the value of future usefiilm*ss? In striving 
for Avar efficiency and the highest potentiality of 
horses poAver, all these things must lx? considered. 
It is the old, old story again of tlie surviA'al of the 
fittest. There is no other Avay.** 

Some id«*u of the iiumb€*r of American horses “do- 
ing their bit” in the war can lie gaiiieil from the 
fact that forty ix*r cent of all admitted to the 
hospital come from the United States.

training. He will probably make his first appear- 
ance at Havre de Grace this Aveek in an overnight 
race. This will be his first public trial for the Pimlico 
Spring Handicap. An ambitious campaign lias been 
planned for C.'rimper. After the Maryland meetings 
he is to train for the Metropolitan, Brooklj'u and 
Suburban Handicaps.

War cvoiits roportod from the European capitals 
suiiimarizcd arc as follows: Ijoiidoii reports con- 

tinutd advance of Hritisli in Arras sector as well 
ns to the north of St. Quentin. All (iemian counter 
attacks rc|M‘lh'd. l*aris re|>orts artillery actions 
all aloiiK Frcncli front. Infantry forces make a 
few sorties and brim? back prisoners. Berlin reports 
heavy fiahtin^ in Arras reuion continues. Claims 
repulse of British in Monday’s fighting, but I./on- 
don says rc|>ort is published for home consumption. 
British royal flyini: <-orps sends forty (b rman planes 
i-rashitiK to the Kround in day of tl.rills on west- 
ern front. Konie reiMiits Italian victories over 
Austrians. rounter attacks in I'aniiM* zone re- 
juilsed and trains made in environs of Castatjnavizza 
on the .Inlian Alps front. 

.Vccordins to a reiM»rt fn'ui Koine, said to K* 
first receiveil from iiifliKMitial sources in Iterlin, 
slates that the Kaiser’s own family has tried to 
< onviiice him that he should aialicate. thus lessen - 
imr the strain upon the Cerniau empire should it be 
ultimately defeated, which seems more than ]»rob- 
nble at the present time. The Kaiser, so it is 
asserted in the dispjtteh. left the council of the 
family, sa.vinjr he would consider the proiwsal. From 
sources, also said to be authentic, the ivport is 
jriven but little credence, it bein;^ pointed out that 
should the Kaiser wish to do such a tiling it would 
come without jirevious warning and in such a way 
us to leave little doubt as to its truth. 

The correspondents at British headquarters ein- 
lihasize the immense losses the tTcrinans have 
sulTered in the last two days’ fipbtinp. One story 
sa.vs that a party of (lermaiis, estimated at alH>;it 

4.000. attempted to advance to attack from the 
<lin*etioii of the I’.ois due Sant, but was “absolutely 
knocked to bits’’ by the British nuns. Betv.'cen 
tJavrelle and Itoeux two battalions of Ithine- 
latiders were massinn for a counter attack when 
(‘aunht by tin* British artiller.v. One luittalion. 
accordion to dispatches, is believed to have Iweii 
almost wiped out and the othi.*r coniidctcly shat- 
tered. 

Americiin consuls from rranue. Triest. and Fiiiiue, 
with .several .Vnieri'-ans, have just arrived at (le- 
iieva. It is h'arncd from them tliat .\ustro-llun- 
narian politii's h.ave laa'ii completely channed since 
the advent of the new emiMTor, who wants to de- 
tach his country from (Jerman influence. A major- 
ity of the empire would nladly make a separate 
lK*a«*e. The miserj’ in southern Austria and alonn 
the Adri.itie is terrible. Women and cliildrcn es- 
lH‘cially are sufferinn. 

HiM'akcr t’lark. in addressinn a dclenation from the 
National Security I.,<‘anue in Washinnton Tuesday, 
stated emphatically liis opposition to anythinn in 
the nature of a sele«tive draft on the younn men 
of the country. Siaaiker (’lark said he was in favor 
of first nivinn the vidunteer system a tliorounii 
irial. He predicted the defeat of the draft measure 
in the t’onj;fn*ss of the countr.v. 

rians have Immmi formulated by President Wilson, 
whereby farm work<*rs will be mobilized 

next summer for work in the various apricultural 
states of the union. The Labor Department’s cni- 
)doyinent agencies all over the country wdll <*orab 
the country for men to work in the wheat fi(*lds and 
on the farms. Such men wMll be exempt from mili- 
tary service, it is thought. 

Three million copies of I’resident Wilson’s ad- 
dress to Fonpress on the ticrinan crisis, just ]>re- 
vious t<» the declaration of war with the Teutonic 
country, will bo dropped into the Berman lines by 
American and French aviators, the inessaues in 
tierman Immiir prepared through :in uiiderstainlin;; 
between the Frencli and American governments. 

Keisirts reaching tlie newspaiM*rs in Now York, 
carried the information that a Berman submarine, 
the r-3<5. h:ul lH‘on captured in a net in Charles- 
town harbor. A crew from a large battleship is 
saiil to h;iv<‘ made the disiover.v. Ueports couhl 
not lx* V Tified, although the War Department gave 
out no inforinution on the subject. 

The iK»rsonnol of the Americ.an commission to 
Kussi.a has bi*en d«*cided on by l’n*sident Wilson, it 
W’as learned Wednesday. It is understiMal that 
Elihu K<M*t. Charles Jt. Crane, 1’rofi‘ssor llarp«*r 
of Chicago Cniversit.v and TluHnloro Uoosevelt will 
be asked to serve on tlie commission. 

The Ixmdon Dail.v M.ail understands it has boon 
decided to reduce the bread ration tt> the army in 

the near future. It says it should .Mwa'Kcn the 

optimistic dreamers to a recognition of the peril 
in whiih the nation stands from a shortage of 

wheat and flour. 

A wage increase was announced Tuesday by the 
Arlington Mills t'orporation. which owns gre;it
